China, March 6.—Two United 
States gunboats have been ordered to 
proceed from the Yang-T.se river to 
Tabu at the mouth of the Pei-Tlo, th ir­ 
ty miles to tile southeast of Tientsin

Sun Yat Sen and his advisers have 
decided to come to Pekin from Nankin
